London, July 7.—All the provisions 
for Sir Ernest Shacklfeton’s trip across 
the South Polar continent are to be 
packed in sausage skins. "They are the 
most nutritious part of the composi¬ 
tion," says Sir Ernest. "We tried them 
In Norway but did not succeed'. We 
shall no doubt do better at the South 
Pole when we are more hungry." 

The menu prepared for the party Is 
not an enticing one. It has been decid¬ 
ed upon, however, under the advice of 
the Royal Army Medical College, and 
is made up of food that is easy to 
transport and at the same time will 
keep the body warm and strong. The 
rations will be 36 ounces a day, com¬ 
pared with the average of three pounds 
a day eaten by the ordinary' person. In 
the latter there is a lot of waste which 
has been eliminated from the rations 
of the explorers.

JOURNEY TO WIFE ENDS 


BRITAIN TO DEFEND 
NAVAL STATIONS BY 
CIRCLES OF TOWERS

London, July 7.—As a defence 
against air craft the British gov¬ 
ernment to-day decided to dot the 
coast of the British Isles with a 
series of towers, each armed with 
two quick-firing guns of special de¬ 
sign.

This weighs 37 pounds and accommo¬ 
dates six men, whereas the old tents 
weighed SO pounds and accommodated 
three people. 

The first 900 miles of the Journey wlll 
be across land, never before covered by 
man, and it Is here that the chffcf diffi¬ 
culties are looked for. With the last 
800 miles 81r Ernest Is fairly familiar 
having crossed and re-crossed it on his 
trip to the pole.

In twenty years the size of ocean 
steamships has grown from ten thou¬ 
sand to nearly sixty thousand tons. 
Now they say thd ' lihllt ‘ has been 
reached. Authorities claim the case of 
the Vaterland has Settled If. The hugr 
craft has made trouble entering and 
leaving New York harbor, one facetious 
newspaper remarking that everybody 
was glad the last time she left the 
river that she did not take it with her, 
so thoroughly did she sweep the chan¬ 
nel when heading for the open sea. 
But we arc not sure that It Is wise to 
generalise from the case' of this single 
ship. The Aquitania Is not so much 
smaller than the Vaterland that the 
difference can be noticed by an eye ac¬ 
customed to accurate measurements, 
and she had no dMIculty either in the 
Mersey or in the northern branch of 
the Hudson river. So that there may 
be other factors than mere size to take 
Into consideration when it comes to a 
question of handling such huge craft. 
If the big boats pay good Interest on 
the money invested In them, rest as¬ 
sured that still bigger ships will be 
built. Profit is the determining factor. 
Only a few feet separate the largest 
ships ef the day from the thousand- 
foot liner, and it would be a rash thing 
to say that the final dimension may 
not be attained within the life of the 
present generation. Still there must be 
a limit to the size of steamships, and 
experience speedily will determine 
whether that limit has been reached In 
the ships now afloat. It also is said 
that in another branch of the ship¬ 
builder’s art the limit has been reached.

BEAD BY DAYLIGHT 


Blue Funnel Liner Completing 
LongJTun From Liverpool 
To-morrow Morning 


In a radiogram flashed from seaward 
last night, Capt. Read, master of the 
Blue Funnel liner Titan, announced 
that he would not drop anchor off 
William Head until 4 o’clock to-mor¬ 
row morning. The big steamship Is 
completing her long voyage from 
Liverpool and other European ports 
via the Orient. According to a report 
received yesterday afternoon it was 
expected that she would reach the 
quarantine station before sundown 
this evening. The Titan will tie up 
at the outer docks at about 7 o’clock 
to-morrow, however. 

The bulky vessel Is four days behind 
her schedule, having failed to pick up 
any of the lost time during the trans¬ 
pacific run. She Is one of the fast¬ 
est of the older boats and thirteen 
days Is Just about the best she can do. 
The Titan will discharge a small part 
of her local cargo here to-morrow 
morning, but will return later In the 
week to complete unloading. She has 
several hundred Chinese passengers 
on board. 

Panama Maru Sailing. 

Outward bound for the Orient the 
Osaka Shosen Kaisha liner Panama 
Maru, Capt. Kanao. is sailing from this 
port at 5.30 o’clock this afternoon. 
She has been^oP the Sound for the 
past two weefts, and has been loaded 
with 7,000 tons of general merchan¬ 
dise, including principally lumber, 
fish, machinery, farming implements, 
automobiles, motorcycles and sewing 
machines. At this port a small ship¬ 
ment of freight will be placed aboard 
and five Japanese passengers will em¬ 
bark.

MAQUINNA BRINGS IN 
NATIVE CANNERY MEN 


Two Hundred Indians Come 
From Reservations; Going 
to Fraser River 


With 200 Indians .squatting afxiut 
on her decks, a good list of saloon 
passengers and a full cargo of 200 tons 
of clay, the C. P. R. steamer Princess 
Maqulnna, Capt. E. GUlam, returned 
to Victoria from a trip to Holberg and 
way ports at 4 o’clock this morning. 
The popular West Coast vessel had 
beautiful trip, the officers stating that 
the weather during the five days they 
were away from port was Just as nice 
as It was In Victoria to-day. 

The 200 Indians are going to Steve- 
ston to work in the canneries. Natives 
of all ages, from small boys of ten 
years to men and women of 70 years, 
are in the party. Early this morning 
the big crowd gathered on the forward 
deck. On the main deck below they 
prepared their breakfast. The women 
with their gaily-colored shawls and 
red, yellow or green shirt-waists and 
dark skirts, some with hats and others 
without, their hair falling in long 
braids over their shoulders, sat about 
on the decks and without exercising 
much energy reached to the boxes of 
provisions for whatever they wished. 

The Maqulnna left here at 10 o’clock 
this morning for Steveston. The 
natives will work in the canneries un 
til the fishing season is over and will 
return to their reservations. "The 
majority of the Indians are from Kyu- 
quot and Clayoquot. 

Number of Tourists. 

A number of tourists made the 
round trip on the Princess Maqulnna 
and a3 the weather was delightful 
they thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 
Passenger travel between here and 
West Coast ports is very good at the 
present time and on the long trips to 
Holberg the Maqulnna handles quite 
a number of tourists. 

Upon the return of the Maqulnna 
from Bteveston she will proceed to 
Esqulmalt to discharge the shipment 
of clay which she has on board, and 
which Is one of the largest shipments 
to be brought here from Kluquot 
Sound. 

Th« Princess Maqulnna Is sailing for 
Clayoquot on Wednesday night at 11 
o’clock.

LOADED BARGE SINKS 
IN SEYMOUR NARROWS 

Seattle, July 7 —Caught in the strong 
tide that swirls through Seymour nar¬ 
rows. the barge Gerard C. Tobey. laden 
with 1,581 tons of coke and bound from 
Tacoma to Anyox, B. C., was twice 
driven on the rocks on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. She was floated and hauled off the 
first time, only to go down in deep 
water a total wreck when she struck a 
short time later At least three men 
were on board the barge when she 
struck, but these were not mentioned 
In the telegram received by James 
Griffiths, senior member of the firm of 
Griffiths & Son, who operated the 
barge, and U is believed they were 
taken off before the craft sank. 

The. Tobey left Tacoma Friday In 
tow of the steamer Amur, which also 
had the barge Argus in tow. The coke 
was consigned to the Granby Consol-^ 
idated Mining, Smelting & Power com¬ 
pany, of Granby, B. C. 

Sunday morning at 9 o’clock, while 
passing through Seymour narrow??, the 
tide evidently made the heavily-laden 
barge unmanageable and she was 
forced on the rocks. Within two and 
A half hours she was floated, but short¬ 
ly before noon she struck again and 
this time sank In many fathoms. 

The Tobey was formerly owned by 
the Ocean Barge company, and at one 
time, when $he was barque-rigged, was 
in the cement and general freight- 
carrying trade between Portland and 
San Francisco. 


KOMAGATA MARU TO 
RETURN TO ORIENT 


Expectcj to Leave Vancouver 
at End of This Week; Con¬ 
ference Held 


Vancouver, July 7.—Gurdit Singh 
and his-fellow passengers on the Ko¬ 
magata Maru have agreed to drop 
their fight for entry into Canada and 
the end of this week is expected to see 
the Japanese steamer with her East 
Indian passengers, steam out of Bur- 
rard lAlet for the Orient. 

It Is understood that an important 
conference was held -on board the ves¬ 
sel this morning between W. H. I). 
Ladner, representing the Dominion 
government, as counsel; J. Edward 
Bird, counsel for the Hindus, and Wil¬ 
liam (*. Hopkinson, inspector for the 
Dominion immigration department. 
The three men were seen going out to 
the Komagata Maru about 11 o’clock 
this morning. They did not return 
until about 1 o’clock. Not one of the 
three* would give a detailed story of 
what transpired on the boat, but from 
Information gleaned from each one 
and from other sources the Times 
correspondent is able to give a fairly 
complete account of what transpired 
on the Komagata Maru this morning. 

The Judgment of the court of ap¬ 
peal at Victoria yesterday places pow* i 
in the hands of the immigration au¬ 
thorities, by virtue of supporting It in 
the Munshl Singh case at least to pro-, 
ceed with courts of Inquiry for the 
Hindus on board the boat, and the Im¬ 
migration department therefore could 
proceed to order their deportation one 
by one. under the various orders-ln- 
council. 

It is understood that Gurdit Singh 
and his committee to-day agreed to 
waive their rights in connection with 
demanding boards of Inquiry and said 
that the department could issue a de¬ 
portation order at cnee. They realized 
that a board of inquiry .for each of 
the 362 Hindus on the Maru would 
only keep them hero an Interminable 
time, all for no purpose, for go they 
must, unless they can raise a small 
fortune to appeal the decision of Jhe 
appeal court. 

JAPANESE CRUISERS ON 
WAY TO HOME WATERS 

Seattle, July 7.—The Japanese cruis¬ 
ers Asama and Azuma, naval training 
ships, sailed direct for Japan to-day.

COURT OF REVISION 
HEARS MORE APPEALS 


Saanich Residents Present Ob¬ 
jections Against Assess¬ 
ments; Works Committee 


When the Saanich court of revision 
lesumed its sittings this afternoon 
those cases of persons protesting 
against their assessment who failed to 
attend yesterday were heard So 
numerous were the appeals that the 
court had a heavy day's work yester¬ 
day but It cleared off the list all those 
protests where owners appeared in 
person or by legal representative. 

The reeve announced this morning 
that the court, after dealing with the 
remaining protests, would sit to con¬ 
sider its finding In the varfouu cases 
in which judgment was reserved yes¬ 
terday. 

City officials are confident that the 
Saanich court has no option but to 
exempt from taxation on the Elk Lake 
waterworks and all properties held in 
connection with the plant, including 
the watershed and the North Dairy 
pumping station, whether in operation 
or otherwise. So far as the parks are 
concerned the city authorities favor a 
by-law being presented to the Saanich 
residents providing for the exemption 
of parks and reserves for all time, 
lather than to have a nominal value 
set on the parks which a succeeding 
assessor would not be bound to re¬ 
spect. 

That there Is great dissatisfaction 
with the assessment is manifest, the 
large number of persons lodging ob¬ 
jections being a proof of tills. The 
attitude of the council is that an 
equalization of taxation was inevit¬ 
able. while the ratepayers declare that 
the practice of the city might well 
have been followed, and that the ass¬ 
essment of 1913 should have been al¬ 
lowed to stand for 1914, when real 
estate values have, if anything, de¬ 
creased rather than advanced. 

The works committee of the Saanich 
council will meet to-night. It Is ex¬ 
pected that the by-law In connection 
with the waterworks will be ready for 
presentation at the next council meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday next, the purpose being 
to pass It through council as soon as 
possible. 

WELCOME REDUCTION 

Board of Trade Council Discusses 

Freight Charges as Between East¬ 
ern and Western Canada. 


That the' Victoria Board of Trade 
welcomes the reductions ordered by 
the board of railway commissioners, 
which slightly lessen the disparity be¬ 
tween freight rates charged In eastern 
Canada and in western Canada, but 
emphatically protests against the dis¬ 
crimination which still remains be¬ 
tween rates ordered by the commis¬ 
sioners for the carriage of freight in 
western Canada, and the rates charged 
for similar services In the east was the 
gist of a strong resolution passed by 
the council of the board this morning. 

The council reiterated the position 
the board has always taken that no 
basis of freight rates can be fair. Just 
and equable to the people of the west 
which permits of high rates being 
charged for carriage of freight in 
Western Canada. 

A communication from the Toronto 
board of trade called attention to the 
fact that May 24 and June 3 were le¬ 
gal holidays, and asked the opinion of 
the local board as to the advisability 
of cancelling June 3. 

Janies Forman drew the notice of 
the council to the facilities offered the 
people of the eastern provinces to ob¬ 
tain cheap excursion rates to the 
prairies for harvesting, and suggested 
that similar rates should be given from 
this coast. The council of the board ap¬ 
proved of the suggestion, and It was 
decided to await the decision which H.

ASTRONOMER SPEAKS 
OF GREAT TELESCOPE 


D?. King Addresses Canadian 
Club; Why Victoria Was 
Selected as Site 


Some of the reasons why Victoria 
was chosen as the location for the 
world’s greatest telescope were out¬ 
lined this afternoon by Dr. W. F. King, 
C. M. G., chief astronomer of the do¬ 
minion, in an address before the Can¬ 
adian club at the Empress hotel. 

In deciding where to place the tele¬ 
scope. the department had taken 
meteorological returns from all over 
the dominion, after which It had 
selected three or four stations, one in 
the great plains, one In the mountain 
region, the third in the interior of 
British Columbia, and the last on Van¬ 
couver Inland. The department had 
finally decided the vicinity of Victoria 
to be the moat acceptable, firstly be¬ 
cause there was less unsteadiness in 
the atmosphere than in other parts of 
Canada, and finally because of the low 
range of temperature.. Dr. King ex¬ 
plained that a big range Is apt to 
change the focal length, and thus 
spoil the result In certain Intricate ob¬ 
servations. 

In an interesting manner he contrast¬ 
ed the new teles* ope with the only ono 
of its size ever made, that constructed 
by Lord Rosse in Ireland 70 years ago. 
The difference, however, was so great 
t,hat there was scarcely a single point 
of comparison. There were no mark¬ 
ings on the Irish telescope, while this 
new one Is to be put on an equatorial 
stand. 

The cost of the new telescope would 
l»e $90,000, and parts of the lens would 
be mude in France. Many people seem¬ 
ed to have the idea that the optical 
part was the most expensive, but in 
this case the mounting of the Instru¬ 
ment would cost $60,000. leaving $90,000 
for the optical portion. 

Amid loud applause Dr. King stated 
that provision would he made for the 
public to make use of the telescope 
when so desired. 

The remainder of Dr. King's admir¬ 
able sclent Iflc address dealt mainly 
with the work which the department Is 
now doing In Ottawa and the various 
stations throughout the Dominion. The 
work was divided roughly Into two 
methods—the old astronomy and the 
new astronomy. The first dealt with 
the stars projected on the spherical 
surface of the sky. which were observed 
by large telescapes whereby the astron¬ 
omers could measure the motions of the 
heavenly Imdies. and by observations at 
different times, find their distance from 
the earth; the second was the spe'RDts- 
coplc method in which the point of 
light, which was the star, was drawn 
out into a rainbow strip of light by 
means of which It was [tosslhle to get 
at some of the fundamental points In 
the structure of the universe. 

An Interesting comparison was made 
between the work of the astronomer 
and that of the physicist. The latter 
dealt with physical matter In mlnutae, 
while the former regarded in the hulk. 
Co-ordinated these two sciences were 
uble to evolve very valuable informa¬ 
tion as to the nature of the earth and 
its surrounding bodies. 

Sir Richard McBride, who moved a 
vote of thanks to Dr. King, announced 
that, the minister of works Is now 
working on the preliminaries for a 
thoroughfare from the main highway 
to the top of Little Saanich mountain. 
He paid a splendid tribute to the in¬ 
ternational fame of Dr. King and the 
splendid research accomplished by that 
gentleman In his particular field of en¬ 
deavor. 

In addition to the premier there were 
present M. B. Jackson, president of the 
club; G. H. Barnard. M.P.P.; Hon. D. 
M. Eberts, and Dr. Plaskett. director of 
solar phyhies for the Dominion.

LIGHTWEIGHT TITLE 

Immense Crowd Witnesses 
Sensational Battle for 
World's Honors 

WELSH ENTERED RING A 
• VERY STRONG FAVORITE 

Boxers Declared Themselves 
to Be in Perfect Condi¬ 
tion Before Fight 


London. July 7.—Fred. Welsh, light¬ 
weight champion of England, and 
Willie Ritchie, lightweight champion 
of the world, arrived In I^ondon to¬ 
day from their training camps at 
Porthcwll, Wales, and Brighton, re¬ 
spectively, for their fight to-night in 
the great arena of Olympia in the 
west end of London. Both boxers de¬ 
clared themselves confident of win¬ 
ning the championship and said they 
felt In the pink of condition. Their 
looks bore out their statements. 

Welsh was favorite In the betting 
by a slight margin, probably due to 
the support which his Welsh compa¬ 
triots have been giving him at Cardiff, 
where most of the betting so far has 
been 5 to 4 In his favor. 

The two men weighed In at Olym¬ 
pia this morning when Ritchie scaled 
134 pounds, while Welsh was Just 
able to get within the stipulated limit 
of 135 pounds. Welsh still ruled fav- i 
orite In London during the morning 
at odds of 6 to 4, but the odds short¬ 
ened and it was predicted by follow¬ 
ers of the sport that even money 
would be offered when the men en¬ 
tered the ring. 

Rev. J. Hervey Boudler was chosen 
to act as master of ceremonies at the ; 
match, the Bishop of Stepney hav -1 
ing objected to the Rev. Everard Dig- | 
by's officiating. Eugene Corri was 
chosen as referee. 

Father Boudier. vicar of St. Mich¬ 
ael’s Anglican church. Islington, is a 
popular, burly clergyman who encour¬ 
aged his parishioners to box and to 
play football and cricket. When he 1 
was a curate at Cardiff in 1902, he 
establish**!! a temperance saloon In 
which he placed a crucifix over the 
bar. The venture was an Immense 
success. 

‘‘Father" Boudier climbed through 
the ropes shortly before 8 o'clock in 
his clerical garb and announced the 
names of the contestants in the first j 
of the preliminary bouts. 

The great revival of interest lu pu- | 
gilism In Great Britain was evidenced 
by the big assemblage of all classes 
which congregated in the great arena 
of Olympia. The newspapers had pre¬ 
dicted a large attendance of women, 
but there was only a small sprinkling 
of bright dresses in the cheaper seats 
around the sides. 

Welsh entered the ring at 9.58 am«d 
lusty singing of the Welsh hymn. “God 
of Our Fathers," by hundreds of ills 
countrymen. The betting was 7 to 4 
on Welsh. 

Ritchie .ppeared at 10.03. Hearty 
applause greeted him. 

Round One. 

Welsh wins the toss and keeps the 
corner he originally entered. Welsh 
got in a few blows in th • clinch which 
immediately followed. Ritchie re¬ 
sponded to these with a straight left 
to the Jaw. Infighting followed with 
Welsh getting the better of the argu¬ 
ment. When they squared off, how¬ 
ever, Ritchie delivered several body 
blows. 

Round Two. 

Ritchie swung hard with his right 
and missed. He was cautioned by the 
referee for holding in the clinches. 
Welsh got in some vicious Jabs in the 
infighting. 

Round Three. 

Ritchie opened with a left swing 
but In a« clinch Welsh landed on the 
body. In close quarters Welsh got in 
a couple of jabs, Ritchie retaliating 
with a left to the Jaw. Welsh followed 
with a right to the same spot. The 
round ended with Welsh binding 
lightly on the face,. Ritchie was again 
cautioned for holding. 

Round Four. 

Welsh fought for the body. Then In 
a clinch gave Ritchie two or three left 
hooks on the Jaw. followed by a right 
swing on the same spot. Welsh ap¬ 
peared the fresher of the two, tmillng 
when the gong sounded. 

Round Five. 

Ritchie goi one to the face, Welsh 
replying with a left to the jaw. Ritchie 
then sent a straight left to the Jaw and 
a heavy bydy blow. Ritchie forced the 
fighting but was repeatedly cautioned 
for holding. 

Round Six. 

Ritchie’s left eye seemed to be 
slightly swollen. Welsh’s left eye was 
also damaged. Ritchie played for the 
bad eye. Welsh dodged a right hand 
swing aimed at the bad eye. Welsh's 
footwork was much the quicker but 
his blows seemed to have less steam 
than the American’s. 

Round Seven. 

Half of the round had passed bpfore 
Ritchie began forcing the fighting. He 
landed two smart blows on the face. 
Welsh responded but the Anjerlcan 
covered up well and the round ended In 
his favor. 

Round Eight. 

The work of both fighters thus far 
had been very constant and sharp. 
Most of the hitting had been body 
fighting, ending in clinches. Welsh ap- 
pearW to be beginning to husband his 
strength in the clinches. He then put 
on more steam and gave the American 
one good body blow and seemed fresher 


•t the end than at the beginning of the 
round. 

Round Nine. 

Welsh forced the fighting, opening 
with a left to the face, an operation 
which he quickly repeuted. Ritchie's 
blows continually fell short. Welsh 
was setting a furious pace and got in 
several blows to the body and got the 
best of the Infighting. This was 
Welsh’s round. 

Round Ten. 

Welsh forced the fighting, scoring 
repeutedly on Ritchie s jaw. He then 
eluded one of Ritchie's famous right 
arm blows. Welsh had the better of 
the fight thus fhr. 

Round Eleven. 

We/sh, who came up smartly landed 
k sharp left on the face. Ritchie again 
fni|ed to reach the spot . effectively, 
wl$h his busy right. The fighting was 
hsrd and fast. Ritchie regained some 
ot his ginger. 

Round Twelve. 

Welsh scored with a left hook on 
Ritchie s neck. Ritchie repeatedly led 
out hjird left handers but Welsh was 
always tpo quick for them. Tiie 
Welshman scored three or four punches 
In this round but they seemed to make 
no Impression on the American, who 
showed great stamina. 

Round Thirteen. 

Ritchie smartened up and landed 
two straight rights on the face and a 
sharp uppercut. The American forced 
the fighting all through the round, 
Welsh slowing up considerably. It 
was a good round, all in favor of 
Ritchie. 

Round Fourteen. 

The American got In a short hot 
left, on the body. Later he repeated 
with the right. The fighting was fast 
and fierce to the end of the round. 
This, like the preceding round, was 
Ritchie's. 

Round Fifteen. 

The first half of the round was a 
hugging match with both men working 
hard in the clinches. Welsh trying to 
j wear his opponent down. There was 
I a couple of rallies but no damage was 
done. The round was even. 

Round Sixteen. 

There was more infighting, each re¬ 
ceiving a good tap on the face. The 
Welshman ducked a terrific right¬ 
hander. The fight continued a fine ex¬ 
hibition of boxing by Welsh, who 
played entirely on the face, while the 
American tried for a body knockout. 

Round Seventeen. 

Ritchie’s round. 

WELSH WINS 

At the end of the twentieth round 
the referee awarded the fight to Welsh 
on points.

Following the 
opening there were further declines in 
July and October months, and a fair, 
brisk trade was carried on at the de¬ 
clining values. Later reports of the 
spread of black rust in the spring wheat 
states caused a considerable reaction In 
prices, which at 12.30 were *c. to Rc. over 
opening figures. Closing was unchanged 
to *c. higher. 

Th«* rash demand for all grains was 
slow apart from number 1 northern wheat 
for which there was a fair Inquiry. Ex¬ 
port Inquiry was very limited on tills 
market. A dispatch from Chicago stated 
that about 15.000,000 bushels of winter 
wheat has been sold for export. Cash 
wheat closed unchanged for No. I north¬ 
ern and |c. lower for No. 2. Cash oats 
were unchanged.
